The States Have 
Expensive Tastes 


The Tax Foundation, a nonprofit research 


organization, produces an annual budget of good 
cheer, a forecast of what state legislatures are 
likely to do to the taxpayers in the year ahead. 
The 1965 projection, while incomplete, finds 
ominous portents across the nation. 


In California an increase in the sales tax is 


being proposed to meet an expected gap be- 
tween revenues and expenditures of $150 million. 
Massachusetts faces a gasoline tax increase and 
a new sales tax. New York will need $400 million 
more. In Oklahoma there is pressure for increas- 
ing sales, income and gasoline taxes. 


South Dakota broadened its state sales tax 


base this year and now, predictably, there's talk 
about increasing the rate. Colorado, Minnesota, 
Oregon, Wyoming are among other slates where 
increases in state revenues are being urged. 


Maryland, meanwhile, is in the interesting 


position of having enacted an increase in tha 
state income tax early this year, and then having 
only 10 days ago repealed the tax before it ever 
went into effect. This may have been somewhat 
confusing, but there will be no objection f?om 
the taxpayers. 


Tax collections by the states for the fiscal 


year ended last June came to a record $24.1 
billion, 10 per cent above the previous year. But, 
as the forecast indicates, there's never enough. 
State tax collections have been increasing by an 
average of 8 per cent a year, but expenditures 
keep a jump ahead. And no ceiling in sight.

The Move To Whitewash Hiss 


There is a movement in this country that seems 


firmly bent on whitewashing the character of Alger 
Hiss, who was convicted ot perjury as a by-product of 
his tangle with WbittakepXbambers in the most notori- 
ous American spy case of our generation. This columnist 
has no interest in jumping up and down on Hiss, who 
has done his time in jail and is entitled to some measure 
of peace. But it so happens that there can be no re- 
habilitation of Hiss's reputation without a simultaneous 
downgrading of the character of Whittaker Chambers, 
and this should be hotly resented by anyone who knows 
something about the hell which Chambers endured 
when he tried to rectify his early political mistakes and 
come to the aid of his country at a critical time. 


The latest turn in the Hiss rehabilitation cam- 


palpi Is a mast curious one. A new literary pub- 
lication. The New York Review o( Books, assigned 
a posthumous collection ot Whittaker Chambers'* 
letters and essays, "Cold Friday," to an Irish ex- 
diplomat, Conor Cruise O'Brien. Just why this par- 
ticular person was selected for this particular job 
is oae of thoce mysteries which defy rational ex- 
planation. O'Brien happens at the moment to be the 
Chancellor of tke University of Ghana in Accra, a 
post which he could hardly hold if he were persona 
mm grata to Nkrumah, the very Leftist dictator of 
one of lho*e non-aligned African nations that always 
seem to b« non-aligning themselves to the sorrow of 
the democratic West. 


Before he took his job in Ghana, O'Brien, as the 


UN factotum in the Congo, played his part in the dipsy- 
doozy campaign to punish Moise Tshombe for the 
terrible sin of being pro-Western and pro-capitalist in 
his own Katanga province of the Congo. O'Brien wrote 
a book called "To Katanga and Back: A UN Case His- 
tory" which is a delight to read from a purely literary 
standpoint. Before going to the Congo Conor Cruise 
O'Brien had been senior member of the Irish delegation 
to the UN in New York. Re seems to have thought of 
the Congo as a second Ireland, with secessionist Katan- 
ga cast in the role of Ulster. He also thinks that it was 
Whittaker Chambers who was the perjurer— a "veteran 
liar," he calls him in a review titled "The Perjured 
Saint." Chambers isn't around any more to sue O'Brien 
for libel. 


Now what does an Irish authority on the Parnell 


case, which O'Brien happens to be. know about the 
Hiss case, which happened to unfold a long distance 
away from Dublin? The only internal evidence we 
have to go on in O'Brien's piece on "Cold Friday," 
which incidentally does not bother to review the 
book that is supposedly under discussion, is that 
the non-reviewing reviewer has consulted Lord 
Jowitt of England and Fred Cook, an American 
journalist who thinks J. Edgar Hoover's FBI is 
more of a danger to our institutions than the com- 
bined forces of Castro. Mao Tse-tung, and the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist Party in Moscow. 
It so happens that Lord Jowitt's book on the Hiss 
case had to be recalled by Its American publisher. 
Doubleday and Company, for "a serious inadvertent 
factual error." 


Conor Cruise O'Brien calls Whittaker Chambers a 


liar for two reason. One, Chambers said he had" known 
Alger Hiss's brother as a Communist and bad collected 
party dues from him. Two, he said Mr. and Mrs. Hiss 
had told him of taking money from the educational 
fund of a stepson and diverting it to Communist political 
uses. The charge against Hiss's brother was categori- 
cally denied, which is par for the course and leaves 
the issue in the "You were— I wasn't" stage. As for 
the second instance, O'Brien says that the stepson 
got the money. But Chambers never said he didn't, he 
merely said the Hisses had told him he didn't, which is 
another thing entirely. 


All of this is threshing old straw, and proves nothing 


one way or the other about Chambers' veracity. It also 
does nothing to overturn the evidence that led a court 
to sentence Hiss for perjury. 


Why, then, the sound and the fury? Why should a 


review of a most beautiful and poetic book that wrestles 
with the problem of man's fate in a time of trouble be 
diverted into strange channels that have nothing to do 
with the book in question? Is it because Chambers, un- 
like Senator Joe McCarthy, had some papers that 
4>roved something? Is it because he succeeded in making 
his case stick?

WASHINGTON-Sen. Dick Rus- 


sell of Georgia, the sedate South- 
ern solon, took a junket to Europe 
last month which may have ma- 
jor political reverberations. 


Officially Russell was inspect- 


ing U.S. military bases in West- 
ern Europe, which as chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, he has a right to do, 
though these bases have been in- 
spected repeatedly both by De- 
fense Department officials and 
other visiting Congressmen in the 
past. 


Unofficially and more import- 


ant, 
however, the Russell trip 


was made just at the time his 
old frknd Lyndon Johnson was 
pleading desperately for Southern 
votes and especially trying to 
carry the state of Georgia. The 
President even sent his wife on 
a whistle-stop tour through Geor- 
gia. 


However, the most 
powerful 


politician in Georgia was absent, 
touring Europe at the taxpayers' 
expense. 


He planned his trip %vith ex- 


pert timing, just when his ab- 
sence from the political scene 
would count most. On Oct. 14, 
a few days after Lady Bird had 
pleaded for votes in Georgia, Rus- 
sell flew to Frankfurt, Germany, 
then on to Wiesbaden, then caught 
a train to Heidelberg, then pro- 
ceeded by train to Bad Tolz, Ger- 
many. 


President's Acid Test: Action On Vietnam 


WASHINGTON — As is custo- 


mary, indeed almost obligatory 
on such occasions, Dean Rusk 
and Robert 
McNamara talked 


twaddle for publication when they 
left the LBJ Ranch to come home 
to Washington. 


Being the kind of men they are, 


the Secretary of State and the 
Secretary of Defense by no means 
went to the usual lengths. They 
merely insisted they were still 
hoping for the best in South Viet- 
nam, as they obviously are—while 
omitting the further fact that they 
have begun to fear the worst. 


Unfortunately, this was like the 


weatherman 
genially predicting 


"fair and warmer" for tomorrow, 
white failing to mention the ex- 
treme likelihood of a tornado or 
hurricane the next day. 


Hurricane warnings have in- 


deed been pouring in to the gov- 
ernment here. To begin with, the 
expert analysts who are responsi- 
ble for such forecasts "have been 
rather drastically shortening their 
former timetables. As of now. un- 
less something radical is done to 
change the terms of the problem, 
the anti-Communist resistance in 
South Vietnam is not predicted to 
continue much beyond New Year's 
day. 


If this prediction is correct. 


President Johnson has no more 
than a few weeks to take the radi- 
cal action that the analysts have 
in mind. Such action has also be- 
gun to be advocated, at least in 
principle although not in detail, 
by the powerful U. S. "country 
team" in Vietnam. 


General Maxwell Taylor, former 


Under Secretary of State U. Alexis 
Johnson, and the field command- 
er, General W. C. Westmoreland, 
are not exactly harebrained or 
hysterical. But the messages from 
Saigon, representing their joint 
views, have begun to warn that

much sterner measures against 
the Communist North Vietnamese 
will soon be needed if the anti- 
Communist resistance in the south 
is not to collapse. 


Just before election day, when 


he was about to depart for his 
last campaign trip in Texas, Presi- 
dent Johnson took at least one 
major step to deal with the in- 
tensifying crisis. He ordered a 
State-Defense 
Department 
task 


force headed by Assistant Secre- 
tary of State William Bundy to 
study the countless "contingency 
plans" for direct military retalia- 
tion against North Vietnam, to 
cost out the risks, and if possible 
to prepare agreed recommenda- 
tions. 


The task force recommendations 


will no doubt be waiting for the 
President when he returns from 
Texas. It is unlikely that they will 
be milk-and-water recommenda- 
tions. Nor are these the only rea-

ARE YA LISTENING—Recent 


news stories out of Moscow and 
other Communist satellite capitals 
would indicate that the Reds are 
as diligent as ever in using elec- 
tronic eavesdropping devices to 
learn what they can of the un- 
official thought of official visitors 
of other countries. 


To illustrate this a story is 


being circulated among the Wash- 
ington diplomatic corps which, 
its recounters insist, is the ab- 
solute truth. 


The Netherlands foreign minis- 


ter, Joseph Luns, visited Moscow 
recently and was housed in that 
city's best hotel. To find out 
whether it was "bugged," Luns 
spoke clearly to the walls of his 
suite — wondering out loud wheth- 
er the Russians would present 
him with a gift of caviar. Luns 
went on to remark to no one in 
particular that he hoped so, be- 
cause he thought the Russian 
delicacy was delicious. 


Sure enough, before he left, 


he was presented with five cases 
of the very best Russian caviar. 


got worse instead of better during 
the time that was bought last 
spring. 


All this adds up to an early and 


acid test for the newly elected 
President, Lyndon B. Johnson has 
no personal responsibility for the 
Vietnamese crisis. His political 
advisors are indeed warning him 
to avoid John F. Kennedy's mis- 
take at the Bay of Pigs—which 
was shouldering responsibility for 
something he found in the gov- 
ernment secret files when he took 
office. 


Naturally, the President has a 


lively awareness of the domestic 
political risks of military action 
against North Vietnam. He must 
also have an even more lively 
awareness of the risks 'abroad. 
One may hope and even believe 
that action against the North Viet- 
namese, if decided upon, will be 
limited in scope and in time. But 
no one on earth can guarantee 
for instance, that the Chinese 
Communists' paranoia will not 
outweigh 
their military weak- 


nesses, thus leading to Chinese in- 
tervention. 


For these reasons, doing nothing 


will be far easier, at least in the 
short run, than doing what seems 
to be needed. There is little in 
the President's experience, more- 
over, to make him see and feel 
and understand the. consequences 
of the great defeat for U. S. policy 
in Southeast Asia which must 
now be expected if the U. S. re- 
mains passive. 


Yet the U. S. being put out of 


business as a Pacific power will 
only be the first consequence of 
such a catastrophic failure. If the 
President acts, in short, his act- 
ion may not succeed. But if he 
does nothing his Presidency will 
virtually fail at the outset. No 
more acid test could be imagined.

Repeatedly, as Senate Majority 
Leader, Johnson deferred to Rus- 
sell. Repeatedly, at Russell's ad- 
vice or request Johnson appoint- 
ed Southern Senators to position* 
of power, thereby incurring th« 
wrath and resentment of North- 
ern Democrats. 


This is also why, as President; 


Johnson has frequently deferred 
to Russell, why he accepted Rus- 
sell's very bad advice on the* 
Panamanian crisis last December; 
advice which deadlocked the dis- 
pute for three months. 


So when Russell walked out off 


his old friend last month and went 
junketing in Europe at a tirff* 
when Johnson had sent his wife to 
plead for votes in Georgia ah'd 
when he himself made some last 
minute appeals to stem the Gold,-" 
water tide, it wiped out an old 
debt. If Russell had remained, 
if he had made one speech for 
Johnson in Georgia, it would have' 
turned the tide. Georgia probably" 
would 
have gone Democratic. 


Instead it went Republican for 
the first time in post-Civil War 
history.
